States has reached such huge propor­ 
tions that it can no longer be support­ 
ed by the forests of its own country, 
Canada, indeed, today, is manufactur­ 
ing nearly two-thirds of the newsprinf 
used in the United States, and is sup­ 
plying pulp wood and pulp to the 
amount of an additional 25 per cent. 
Now, if there is one thing quite 
certain about the newsprint situation, 
not only in Canada, but, very gen­ 
erally, throughout the 
world, It is 


courageous policy/" The world’s ptlb 
lishing business is not likely to de­ 
crease. 
It is, indeed, quite certain 
to attain very much greater propor­ 
tions then a present, and every effort 
should certainly be made to prevent 
any impediment to legitimate growth. 
Viewed from the broadest standpoint, 
the situation presents no very serious 
difficulties. 
Both spruce and balsam, 
the two great stand-bys for pulp wood, 
ant 
comparatively 
quick * growing 
trees,, having a tremendous territorial 
rffhge, and the vacant lands of Can­ 
ada, to say nothing of the United 
States, if planted with sprtice and 
balsam, ami kept so planted, are quite 
capable within a comparatively abort 
time, of supplying all the demands 
for pulp wood which could possibly 
be made, 
It comes back, once again, there­ 
fore, to the question of afforestation. 
Canada, the 
United States, and ev­ 
ery other country need, more than ev­ 
er before, to tackle this great ques­ 
tion; for it is certainly one of the 
problems of the present time. As Mr.
